One 
of the strikers said with a laugh that be 
guessed the cars dropped from the clouds; at 
any rate, no coke was moved into the mill 


yards.

The manufacturers held a meeting and ap- 
pointed a committ e to meet a committee of 
the union. It was composed of Messrs. Haf- 
per, Deimal, Rothschild, and Wilkins. The 
conference was held yesterday, and the latter 
committee submitted a proposition from the 
manufacturers. A lengthy discussion fol- 
lowed, and a second conference was arranged 
for this mérning. : 
A prominent parlor furniture manufacturer 
said yesterday to a TRIBUNE reporter: This 
union claims to represent 700 men, and, as you 
see by the wordimg of the communication, 
makes a formal demand, not a petition 
or request. I do not see how we can 
grant any such demand. Chicago could not 
compete with other cites if tae advance 
should go into effect here. I have seen furni- 
ture men from Milwaukee and New York, and 
they say they will not submit to any such ar- 
rangement and that there is no disposition 
among their men to make any such demand. 
Then, too, if we are obliged to advance wages 
20 per cent we shall, of course, have to ad- 
vance prices 20 per cent. If we do wat the 
jobbers of parlor furniture will undoubtedly 
cease to buy from us and take to making their 
own furniture. It looks to me like an unjust 
discrimination against Chicago, and as if the 
experiment was to be tried first in this city, 
with the purpose of extending the scope of the 
movement if it succeeds here.“ 

The Chicago furniture manufacturers met 
yesterday afternoon at the Sherman House, 
Mr. Z. 8. Hoibrook, Treasurer of A. H. Au- 
drews & Co., in the chair, and Mr. Moses Ben- 
singer of the Brunswick-Balke-Collenaer Com- 
pany as Secretary. After the disposition of 
routine business a constitution was read and 
submitted for adoption. Its aim is the estab- 
lishment of a system by means of which all 
differences arising between furnitureworkers 
and their employers shali be adjusted by the as- 
sociation. It provides for the appointment of 
committees of members of the association whose 
duty it shall be to hear the statements of both 
sides to every controversy, and thereupon do- 
cide the questions at issue, and the members 
are bound to abide by the decision given. It 
is the intention of the association to summon 
the workmen of the Brunswick-Ba)ke-Coliender 
Company, now out on a strike, before them, 
and to settle that difficulty if possible. The 
members have determined, in every case of a 
difficulty, to uphold vigorously the party ap- 
pearing to them to be in the right. Sbould the 
strikers prove to have a just cause e associa- 
tion will sustain them even in a boycott; 
should the employers, on the other hand, prove 
to have justice on their side, the association 
will recommend or order the return of the 
strikers to work, and in the event of theirnon- 
compliance will advise the empioy- 
ers to close their shops. and will, further- 
more, publish the names of refractory 
workmen and resort to all honorable means to 
prevent such men from obtaining employment 
with any other firm in thecountry. It is prob- 
able that the contemplated demand of the 
furniture workers for an increase of wages and 
a decrease of bours of labor to eight hours a 
day will be considered by the proper commit- 
tee of the association and illustrate the practi- 
cability of their newly-adopted system; but, at 
the meeting yesterday, the eight-hour question 
did not receive any special consideration, be- 
ing re arded as a subdivision of the general 
question for the consideration of the commit- 
| tee when occasion should arise.

The Nailers’ Troubles. 

Tut Trisune of yesterday contained an an- 
nouncement that the labor troubles at the 
Cummings mille of the Calumet iron and Steel 
Company had been settled by the agreement 
of the company to discharge the non-union 
men with which the naii factory has been run- 
ning for the last six months and take back the 
regular nailers, the basis of wages being the 
* Mingo” seale. In an evening paper Vice- 
President Lewis of the company was made to 
say that every word of Tun Trisunr’s article 
was untrue. A TRIBUNE reporter interviewed 
Charles H. Squires, Vice-President of the 
United Heaters, Rollers. Nailers of 
America, and at the bead of the com- 
mittee in charge of the negotiations between 
the company and the nailers on the subject. 
Mr. Squires said: **While the facts as pub- 
lished in Tun TRIBUNE are in the main true, 
the publication was premature and uneutbor- 
ized, and all negotiations and agreements be- 
tween the company and the nailers are off for 
the present.” 

The above statement appears at first glimpse 
slightly inconsistent and enigmatica), but is 
easily explained, us is also the attitude of Vice- 
President Lewis. The facts in the case and 
the explanation are as follows: The informa-

CoLumsBus, O., April 21.—[Special. |}--The Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Ohio Trades and Labor 
Assembly today promulgated a manifesto boy- 
cotting the Champion Macnine Company of 
Springfield for alleged discrimination against 
the Knights of Labor. The ciroular rehearses 
at length the attempts made by the labor or 
ganization to arbitrate the matter of difference 
between W. N. Whitely and bis employés, and 
appeals to all fair-minded men to withhold 
their patronage from the Champion Company 
until such time as the organization manifests 
a willingness to treat its men as free American 
citizens and adjuste the present difficulty by 
arbitration. 


The Brass Manufacturers’ Lockout. 

New Haven, Conn., April 21.—A. 8. Foster, 
President of the Brass Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, was in this city today to see what could 
be done to settle the strike at Peck Bros. & 
Co.’s. If the trouble here is uot speedily set- 
tled the association will declare a general sbut- 
down, which will throw out of employment 
every man in the business in the United States. 
The state of the trade, Mr. Foster says, will 
permit the manufacturers to lie by and remain 
Idle an indefinit period. Mr. Foster said the 
association was very loath to do anything of the 
sort, because the cause of the dispute here was 
so trifling. If the men are willing to return to 
work they can do so, the shop is open to them; 
but if they prefer to, they can stay out. 


They Will Ask for a Raise. 

PrrrssurRG, Pa., April 21.—The members of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers are discussing what will be the de- 
mands of their association when the new scale 
is presented to the iron manufacturers July 1 
next. Saturday evening meetings will be held 
by numerous lodges in this city to elect dele- 


gates to the National Convention. In regard 
to the probable demands of the workmen 
this year a member of the association said to- 
aay that a majority were in favor ot asking for 
$5.50 per ton for puddling on the 2% cent card 
pasis. A few advocated $6 per ton. This will 
be an advance of 50 cents per ton on the pres- 
ent scale. They argue that the condition of 
the market warrants the increase.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 

Gov. Oglesby Restores William Caldwell 
to Citizenship—The “State Journal's” 
Troubles—New Corporations. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April 21.—(Special. |—The 

Governor today ordered the issuance of papers 
restoring to citizenship William Caidwell, the 
Chicago saloonkeeper who served four years 
at Joliet for robbery, being discharged froni 
that institution Feb. 14, 1875. The Warden's 
certificate recommending bis restoration, which 
states that Caldwell was three times punished 
and lost seven days of his good time, was 
filed. 

The State Journal Company appears to bave 
not quite reached ciear sailing. Asa result of 
the last organization John W. Buchanan, who 
was, Oct. 6, elected eecretary and bookkeeper, 
he claims, for one year, was displaced and now 
he sues the company for his year’s salary. In 
case the matter cowes to trial some starting 


speech at Glasgow today, admitted the sincer- 
ity of Mr. Gladstone. He believed that the 
Premier was misied by the Parnellites when he 
seceded from the position assumed by him be- 
fore the elections. He strongly opposed Mr. 
Gladstone’s proposals as embodied in the 
Home-Rule and Land-Purcbaee bills. It would 
be impossible, he said, to intrust the govern- 
ment of Ireland to men whose object was sep- 
aration. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, leadbr of the Con- 
servatives, in a letter published this afternoon 
states that he is convinced that the nation will 
indignantly reject Mr. Giadstone’s desperate 
scheme” for the government of Ireland. 

Lord Spencer, speaking at Newcastle today, 
said there were two ways to deal with the 


Irish problem—coercion and concession. The 
former is a dangerous means by which to 
restore order. But what then? He com- 
bated the accusation that Mr. Gladstone 
was bandling the government of Ireland over 
to crime mongers. Judging from evidence ob- 
tained during bis term of office as Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, he had not found 
that the supporters of tne Parnell pol- 
lcy encouraged crime and conspira- 
cy. The colleagues of Mr. Parnell, 
be said, have a real affection for their country, 
and their ability is undoubted. Taxpayers will 
incur no risk from the land scheme proposed 
by Mr. Gladstone. The great body of Irish 
people do not want separation, knowing it 
to be impossible owing to geograph- 
joal posivon of Ireland and the ties of 
blood and socia: and business relations exist- 
ing between the peopie of Ireland and En- 
gland. Mr. Gladstone’s proposals, be said, 
would strengthen the union between the two 
countries. 

Mr. John Morley said be was prepared to ac- 
cept reasonable modifications of the Irish bills. 
The retenuon of the Irish representatives in 
the House of Commons would weaken the Par- 
liamentin Dublin and demoralize the Parlia- 
ment at Westminster. 

Mr. Morley said that it was impossible for 
the Government te revive the Coercion act. 
If it did revive that act it would only play into 
the bands of the Irish desperadoes in 
America. The proposition on which the Gov- 
ernment’s policy depended was this:: We 
are willing and bound to run some risks to give 
Irishmen the degree of power necessary to 
teach them a bility which fits men for 
freedom and for a piace in a free and constitu- 
tional system of government.” He was will- 
ing ta Usten to a practical plan to 
retain the Irish members at West- 
minster. He had not seen such a pian, and 
be was not. sanguine that a suitable one 
wouid de invented. No power on earth, bow- 
ever, could prevent the irish representatives 
being admitted to Westminster, they being the 
arbitrators and masters ot Eugiish legisiation. 

The meeting was attended by over 4,000 per- 
sons, and great enthusiasm prevailed. Resolu- 
— Were adopted supporting Mr. Gladstone’s 
policy.

Lefevre, Liberal, received 4,407 votes, and Mr. 
Hoare, Conservative, 3.627. 
A conference of the Conservative Associa- 
tion of Great Britain will be held May 15 to 
consider the home-rule question and to reor- 
ganize the party.

BIRMINGHAM, April 21.—Mr. Chamberlain, 
speaking at a meeting here this evening, said 
that Mr. Parnell would not regard as perma- 
nent any settiement of the Irish government 
which would not enable him to sever 
the last ak between Ireland and En- 
gland. No free people worthy of the name 
would submit to such restrictions on their rep- 
resentative authority as Mr. Gladstone pro- 
posed. As regards Mr. Gladstone’s alteration 
of the Land-Purchase bill, the amount proposed 
by him was only a paper estimate. It could 
not be doubted that at least £150,000,000 would 
be required. He (Chamberlain) would sooner 
quit politics altogether than pledge British 
credit for such a sum and such a purpose. 
Irishmen ought to be allowed to attend West- 
minster and vote on all matters not specially 
remitted to the Parliament at Dublin. He 
would support Mr. Gladstone in ali that he con- 
sistently could if the latter accepted the modi- 
fications which he (Chamberlain) suggested. 

Mr. Chamberiain said he would de glad to 
concede Ulster a separate Assembly. The 
modifications he suggested must not be left to 
a committee, but the Government ought to 
give a guarantee that they would be accepted. 
The meeting unanimously indorsed Mr. Cham- 


berlain’s proposals. 


The Fire Horror in Stry. 

Vienna; April 21.—The condition of affairs 
at Stry among the people who lost their homes 
by the great fire is most pitiable. Most of the 
victims are without food or means and are 
rendered desperate by the thought of starva- 
tion. The farmers in the vicinity have been 
visited by mobs of men, who first 
demanded food and then, if refused, 
stole it. Owners of farms are now 
compelled to barricade their houses as 
the only way to guard them from 
being plundered of food by the mob, which, on 
account of hunger, is becoming uncontrolla- 
ble. Numerous strugaies for food, resulting 
in bloodshed, have taken place. All the public 
archives and registers of Stry were lost in the 
fire. It will be necessary to ask grants of 
money from the Lemberg Diet and the Reichs- 
rath to relieve the distress of the thousands of 
destitute people. 

The search for the remains of persons who 
lost their sives during the conflagration has 
been proceeding as rapidly as the circum- 
stances would allow. Thus far sixty-eight 
bodies, charred so as to make recognition diffi- 
cult, save been taken trom the ruins. There 
have been twenty deaths in the fields since 
Sunday of invalids, young and old, who were. 
taken out of the town to escape the flames. 

The best efforts of the journals of this city 
have succeeded in collecting only $200 for the 
Stry sufferers. The Municipal Government 
will solicit help from abroad. The total loss 
of property amounts to $2,500,000, The sol- 
diers have suppressed the looting ed on 
by the peasants.

Lora Dufferin, Viceroy of India, telegraphs 
that he does not attach any importance to the 
news received yesterday and today from Bur- 
mab. The Viceroy states that according to his 
official information only two British soldiers 
were wounded and none killed in the encounters 
which took place during the attempts yester- 


day of the rebels to burn Mandalay. Lord 


Dufferin adds that skirmishes between British 
troops and dacoits will probably be of daily oc- 
currence until dacoity is entirely suppressed. 

Advices from Mandalay say that a British 
expedition sent against the Kachyen tribe has 
been compelled to retreat. The rebels in over- 
whelming force made a desperate attack on 
the British, chargma into a battery of the 
mountain guns and driymg the expedition 
back. Reinforcements for the expedition have 
been ordered from Mandalay. 

The rebels have captured the Meegandet po- 
lice station. They bound the garrison with 
cords and massacred twenty-three persons. 

LIVERPOOL, April 21.—Counsel for we own- 
ers of the Oregon, in summing up the evidence, 
asked that the court render a decision that the 
Oregon foundered solely because the bulknead 
door faiied to close. Counsel for the Board of 
Trade in his argument admitted that the evi- 
dence adduced at the bearing bad dissipated 
many false rumors regarding the sinking of 
the vessel, and stated that in bis opinion it was 
proved conclusively that a schooner collided 
with the steamer. In conclusion be asked the 
court to say whether a proper lookout was 
kept on board the Oregon. Judgment will be 
delivered tomorrow. 


General News from Abroad. 

DUBLIN, April 21.—It has just become known 
that a missing chapter house, which was buried 
during the great fire bere in the thirteenth 
ceutury, has been discovered by some work- 
men who were exoavating underneath Christ 
Church Cathedral. In the chapter house were 
beautifully-carved effigies, coins, tiles, and 
marvelous specimens of architecture. The 
discovery, although made last Friday, was not 
divuiged to tue publie until today, and it has 
created quite a sensation.

New Yorx, April 21.—(Special.|—An Al 
bany special says: Although several strong 
speeches were made in the State Assembly 
yesterday and today against the measures re- 
lating to the Broadway Surface Raiiroad 
in New York the three bills to annul the char 
ter, resell the franchise, and wind up the pres- 
ent corporation revorted by the Senate com- 
mittee which investicated Jake Sharp's grab 
were passed in the Lower House today with 
almost as much unanimity as in the upper 
branch. The bill to annul the charter went 
through with 100 ayes and only sixteen noes. 
The vote on the second was 98 to 13 and on the 
third 97 to 90. The position of the advocates 
of the measures has changed somewhat since 
the matters were discussed in the Senate. 
They now declare that the legitimate, innocent 
bondboiders will have a lien on the consents 
of the old company and be secured by the new 
sale of the franchise. There is no question 
that Gov. Hill will promptly sign all tae bills 
and that they will be laws next week. 

It is understood that the grand jury was en- 
gaged today in hearing evidence in the Broad- 
way railroad scandal, and in looking into the 
question of bringing indictments against the 
Executive Committee of the Empire Protective 
Association for conspiracy and intimidanon in 
ordering the conducters and drivers on the 
street railways to stop work; also the question 
of punishing the persons responsible for recent 
and existing boycotts.

THE RAILROADS, 


Arbitrators Appointed to Fix Percentages— 
Doings of the Chicago Committee of the 
Central Traffic Association—Another Ad- 
vance in California Passenger Rates 
Consolidation of Twe Lines in Ohio—The 
Car-Coupling Question in Michigan. 

It is learned that at the conterence lately 
beld between the managers of the Chicago 
east-bound roads Vice-President 
of the Alton, President Cable of the Rock 
Island, and Vice-President Potter of the Bur- 
lington were selected arbitrators to fix per- 
centages for the various roads in the Chicago 
East-Bound Freight Committee in place of Mr. 
Hugh Riddle, who declined on account of ill- 
health. One or two of the above named were 
at first disinclined to accept the task, fearing 
that the General Freight Agents, in making 
their arguments, micht talk them to death,“ 
but after being assured by Commissioner 
Bianchard that the General Freight Agent 
would be properly curbed, and that the future 
welfare of the Chicago east-bound pool de- 
pended upon their acceptance of the position, 
they agreed to undergo the ordeal. 

From the official report of the proceedings of 
the late meeting of the Chicago Committee of 
the Central Traffic Association it appears 
Commissioner Bianchard reported that he had 
investigated the tacts relating to the request 
of the Chicago Board of Trade that the churge 
of $2 for taking cars to elevators be .aken off. 


The committee decided that the charge should 
not be remitted until a portion of the charges 
of the elevators and Western roads be abated, 


Another Advance in Californian Passenger 
Rates. 

The burlington & Missouri River and Union 
Pacific Railroads have made a still further ad- 
vance in rates to California points, as will be 
seen by the following telegram received yes- 
terday by Commissioner Daniels of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Committee and Arbitrator Wilson 
ot tae Chicago, St. Louis and Missouri River 
Passenger Association: 

Referring to our joint telegram of the 19th giv- 
ing California rates to take effect April 21 we beg 
to announce that on and after Friday, April 23, we 
will pay rebates first-class limited $11.50 instead 
of $16.50 and second-class $6 instead of $11, ali 
other provisions of that notice to remain in effect, 

This makes the net rate for first-class limited 
tickets from the Missouri River to California 
points $18.50, or $28 from Chicago, and on 
second-ciass tickets $14 net from Missouri 
River points, or $20.75 from Chicago. 

The refusal of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé to accept treight for California points is 
only temporary. As soon as the blockade is 
cleared, the company’s officials say, they will 
again be in the market at the 30 cent rate. 


A Partial Advance in Northwestern Rates. 

After a hard struggle the General Freight 
Agents of the various roads interested in the 
freight trale between Chicago and St. Paul 
and points in the Northwest succeeded in mak- 
ing an agreement to advance the freight rates 
on west-bound business next Friday. The nom- 
inal rates of 8 cents and 10 cents per 100 
pounds on the various classes of freight, Chi- 
cago to St. Paul, bas proven very disastrous to 
the various roads, and they found that unless 
they succeeded in making at least a partial 
restoration of rates their decrease in earnings 
would become most serious, and also that if 
those low rates were allowed to remain in 
effect any longer it would be impossi- 
ble to hold up rates to Council Biuffs 
and Omaha. The anxiety to prevent 
a general collapse of rates to Counoll Bluffs 
and Omaha more than anything else was the 
cause of bringing about a partial restoration 
of the St. Paul rates yesterday. It was shown 
that there was nothing in the way of advancing 
rates as no contracts nad been made by any of 
the roads at the low rates. The Northwestern 
stated that it bad but one contract out and 
that was made on the basis of 35 cents first- 
class. The new rates agreed upon are as fol- 
lows: First-class, 50 cents: second-class, 35 
cents: third-class, 20 cents; fourth-class, 15 
cents; special-class, 12% cents; class A, 17% 
cents: class B. 15 cents; class C, 12% cents; 
class D, 10 cents, and a special rate of 10 cents 
on agricultural implements. All the roads in- 
terested in the business were represented 
at the meeting except the Illinois Central. A 
committee afterwards cailed upon the General 
Freight Agent of the latter road and be agreed 
to accept the new rates. These rates are on 
west-bound business only. No action was 
taken on east-bound rates, which remain as 
beretofore—40 cents first class and 10 cents on 
grain. The above agreement is a simple ar- 
rangement for the maintenance of uniform 
rates. Notning was done to adjust any of the 
existing difficulties, and the maintenance of 
the pew rates depends entirely upon the sin- 
cerity of the various roads. Whether all the 
roads have enough of that quality to prevent 
them from cutting the rates again whenever a 
good opportunity is offered remains to be seen. 
Uniess the managers meet soon and effect a 
new association or pool there is but little pros- 
pect that the above rates will remain in force 
many days. 


Mr. Huntington’s Latest Move. 

New Tonk. April 21.—[Special.|—C. P. 
Huatington surprised the most knowing ones 
down in Wall screet today by suddenly an- 
nounom that he had bought the control of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Rallroad. 
It was recognized as an important move. This 
brings Mr. Huntington within 185 miles of Chi- 
cago. Connection with the Chesapeake & 
Obio system, via the Kentucky Ventral, will be 
made by building a bridge across the Ohio 
River at Cincinnati. The Erie had a traffic 
agreement with the Ciucinnatt, Hamilton & 
Dayton, but, as Mr. Jewett controls the latter, 
it made an agreement iast year with the 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapo- 
lis, A suit has been brought to annul the vot- 
ing power held by Mr. Jewett. Mr. Hunting- 
ton now bas a line from the Atlantic to the 
Pacitic, and controls a line which practically 
covers the country from Indianapolis and Chi- 
cago to Toledo and Cincinnati. To get a New 
York outlet now and an entrance to Chicago is 
comparatively easy. Albert Netter of Cincin- 
nati bought most of the stock for Mr. Hunt- 
ington, some as high as 125. )

Safety Couplers in Michigan. 

Derroit, Mich., April 21.—(Special.|—Ever 
since the passage of the State Jaw ordering the 
adoption of the styie of automatic or safety 
couplers to be used on all freight cars on Mich- 
igan roads Commissioner McPherson bas been 
run to death with coupling inventors. Accord- 
ing to the law which requires the Commission- 
er to adopt by May 1 the coupler that shall be 
used, Mr. McPherson has issued a request to 
the managers of all roads doing business in 
this State to meet at Lansing tomorrow to in- 
spect the forty different kinds of 
couplers competing for adoption. A large num- 
ber of the managers have formally accepted 
the invitation, and a notabie gathering of rail- 
road men is expected. Any company failing 
to use the adopted patent is liabie to a heavy 
fine for each separate offense. The act may 
be enforced by any Circuit Court of the State. 
It virtually creates a gigantic monopoly, a!- 
though confessedly a life-saving one. Several 


big companies are moving heaven and earth to 
secure adoption of their respective inven- 


Railroad Consolidation in Ohio. 

CoLtumsus, O., April 21.—[Special.)—At a 
meeting held today of the stockholders of the 
Obio & Kanawha and the Kenawha & Obio 
Railway Companies these two corporations 
were consolidated, with a capital stock of 
$12,200,000. The stockholders authorized a 
mortgage, under which bonds will be issued at 
the rate of $10,000 per mile of completed road. 
This consolidation will give the new company 
a line from Charleston, W. Va., to Corning by 
using the old Ohio Central. The bonds of the 
compauy, or a controlling interest in the same, 
are held by Irvine Davis of New York, and the 
management and interests will be transferred 
to that State. A Board of Directors was 
chosen and organized by electing Mr. Quarrier 
ot West Virginia President, Jobn W. Simpson 
of New York Vice-President, and W. M. Bar- 
num of New York Secretary and Treasurer. 


No Settlement of the Trans tinental War. 

New Yorx, April 21.—(Special.]—Russell 
Sage’s office was used today for a meeting of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company's directors. 
Hints had been sown broadcast on Wall street 
to the effect that an announcement of the end 
of the transcontinental railroad war would fol- 
low right after the adjournment of this meet- 
ing, but no such thing occurred. The Board 
of Directors contented themselves with pase 
ing the quarterly dividend, and did nothing 
else. President Houston reported that the 
company earned one-quarter of 1 per cent last 
quarter. Mr. Sage subsequently said that he 
bad heard of no.bing new in the transconti- 
nental railroad war situamon. C. P. Hunting- 
ton remarked: ** No such thing as a settlement 
is in sight.” 


SEEK REWARD FOR PAST VALOR. 


Surviving Members of the Old Sixth Illinois 
Brigade Form an Organization. 

Twenty-five years ago last night the Sixth 
Illinois Brigade, under command of Brig.-Gen. 
R. K. Swift, numbering 894 men, left Chicago 
by the Illinois Central Railroad for Cairo, III., 
in obedience to orders issued by Gov. Yates 
and in answer to the call of President Lincoln 
for 75,000 troops for the suppression of the 
Rebellion. The command, which formed the 
first troops sent to the War, consisted 
of the Chicago Light Artillery, Capt. T. Smith, 
150 men; Ottawa Light Artillery, Capt. C. 
Hougbtalling, 86 men; Lockport Light Artil- 
lery, Capt. N. Hawley, 52 men; Plainfield 
Light Artillery, Capt. McAllister, 72 men; 
Company A, Chicago Zouaves, Capt. T. R. Hay- 
den, 89 men: Company H. Chicago Zouaves, 
Capt. J. H. Clybourn, 83 meu; Turner Union 
Cadets, Capt. A. G. Kawald, 97 men; Lincoln 
Rifies, Capt. G. Michalotey, 66 men; Company 
D, Capt. Harding, 80 men; one company from 
Sandwich, III., Capt. T. H. Carr, 102 men; drum 
corps of 87 men under command of William 
Nevans. Gen. Swift's staf! numbered fifteen 
officers. 

Last night the members of the command 
now living in Chicago met at Battery D Ar- 
mory for the purpose of forming an aasocia- 
tion of the survivors to keep alive the old 
memories and also to endeavor to secure to 
the members of the command a division of 
prize money to which they ciaim they are en- 
titled by the capture of the steamer F. C. 
Hillman, which was seized by the ps 
within a few days after their arrival 
at Cairo, and on which were found contraband 
goods amounting to $175,000. The members 
state that they have a good claim against the 
Government for this capture, because they 
were not at that time either United States or 
State troops, not having been mustered in the 
service until they arrived at Springfield some 
time later. The meeting, which was attended 
by about seventy-five persons, was called to 
order by Wiiliam H. Christian, who suggested 
that a committee be appointed to goto the 
Grand Pacific Hotel and endeavor to induce 
Gov. Ogiesby to visit the meetings. Mr. Chris- 
tian, Col. D. S. Baldwin, and Capt. G. A. Bus- 
sey were appointed as this committee, but 
they were unable to find him. After an excei- 
lent repast had been finished speeches were 
calied for and responded to by Gen. McArthur, 
Col. Baldwin, J. J. Richards, Capt. Rumsey of 
Battery D, and several others. A permanent 
organization was perfected under the title of 
the Survivors of the Cairo Expedition by the 
election of W. H. Christian, President, 
M. N. Wood, D. F. Bremner, J. A. Smith, J. 
W. Rumsey, William Voecke, H. G. Eddy, R. 
B. Bell, J. M. Beatty, M. L. Miller, Adolph 
George, William Nevaus, Viee- Presidents: C. 
P. Kimball, Secretary: A. Busse, Treasurer. 
Among tbose present were Maj. J. H. Stephens, 
J. J. Richards, who was a member of the Union 
Defense Committee at the time the command 
left the city, Gen. J. McArthur, Maj. William 
Nevans, Capt. M. W. Borland. Capt. W. 
Voecke, Adolph George, Ed Meister, Lieut. J. 
Young, J. H. Christian, Capt. D. F. Bremner, 
Capt. William Quintan, at present of the 
United States Seventh Infantry and recruiting 
officer in this city.

COERCIVE STRIKES AND BOYCOTTS 


UNDER THE LAWS OF ILLINOIS. 

There may be a doubt whether the Illinois 
statute in reference to conspiracy is specific 
enough to cover all cases of boycotting, but 
it comes very near it, and provides also for 
the punishment of all persons convicted of 
conspiracy at common law. Sec. 46, Chap. 
88, of the Illinois Criminal Code, Revised 
Statutes, declares: 

If any two or more persons conspire and 
agree together with the fraudulent or ma- 
licious intent wrongfully and wickedly to 
injure the person, character, business, or prop- 
ertyof'another .. . they sball be deemed 
guilty of a conspiracy, and every such offender 
and every person convicted of conspiracy at 
common law shall be imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary not exceeding three years or fined not 
exceeding 81. 000. 

This language may not be as definit as 
that of the New York statute under which 
Mrs. Gray’s boycotters haye been indicted, 
but it would clearly authorize indictments in 
every case where the proof showed clearly a 
conspiracy to injure the business or property 
ot another. It is the privilege of any per- 
son to withdraw his services or custom 
whenever he sees fit, but when he enters 
into a combination to compel others to unite 
in injuring the ‘‘ business or property” of a 
third party the act is clearly one of conspira- 
cy, and, altho termed a ‘‘ boycott,” is nothing 
less than a penitentiary offense under the 
laws of Illinois. 

There are other stacutes of Illinois worthy 
the attention of strikers, who, in their zeal 
to obey the orders of labor unions, are some 
times led to forget the laws of the land. 
Sec. 158, Chap. 88 of the Illinois Criminal 
Code provides: 

If any two or more persons shall combine 
for the purpose of depriving the owner or pos- 
sessor of property of its lawful use and man- 
agement, or of preventing by threats, or sug- 
gestions of danger, or any unlawful means 
any person from being employed by or obtain- 
ing employment from any such owner or pos- 
sessor of property on such terms as the parties 
concerned may agree upon, such persons so 
offending shall be fined not exceeding $500 or 


confined in the county jail not exceeding six 
months. 


Of course there can be no question that 
this provision makes it criminal for any two 
or more persons to attempt to prevent a rail- 
road company from using its tracks and run- 
ning its trains by engaging in its service 
any persons it sees fit who are willing to 
work for it. Sec. 159 of the same chapter 
provides further: . 


IF any person shall by threat, intimidation, 
or unlawful interference seek to prevent any 
other person from working or obtaining work 
at any lawful business, or on any terms that 
be may see fit, such person so offending shali 
be fined not exceeding $200. 


These provisions have been on the IIII 
nois statute-book for a great many years, 
but it would seem that there are persons not 
aware that the laws of this State secure the 
peaceable enjoyment and use of property to 
its owners and provide protection for any 
man who seeks to secure a livelihood in any 
lawful occupation. Membership in a secret, 
oath-bound organization does not absolve any 
man from obedience to these laws. They 
were made for the government and protection 
of the citizens of this State, and there is no 
man above their reach or beyond their care. 
Every man who obeys the command of a 
labor union in preference to the laws of the 
State becomes at once subject to indictment, 
and, if found guilty, to the fine and impris- 
onment provided for such offenders. It is the 
moral duty of all conservative members of 
labor unions to make known to their hot- 
headed, rash fellow-workmen what the law 
is against the un-American practice of boycot- 
ting, and of mobbing men desiring to work, 
and of interfering with or damaging other 
people’s property. 


HIGH LICENSE VS. NO LICENSE. 

Under the wise laws of Illinois on the 
liquor question the citizens of every city and 
village in the State have the recurring right 
every spring to determine how the liquor 
traffic shall be dealt with. By electing a 
majority of the Aldermen or Trustees in favor 
of prohibition they can try that method of 
dealing with alcohol, or they can have the 
saloons taxed as much higher than $500 as 
they please. All parts of Illinois can enjoy 
no license and prohibition to their hearts’ 
content if they so desire. At Tuesday’s mu- 
nicipal elections the liquor question was the 
active issue in scores of towns, and it seems 
that most of them decided in favor of high 
tax rather than abortive prohibition. 

Three or four years ago, when it was a 
question of low license or no license, the 
Prohibitionists had it much their own way, 
especially in the small towns. Since the 
enactment of the Harper law, however, 
there has been quite a change of sentiment 
with regard to the liquor traffic, and public 
opinion now favors its regulation and is 
pretty strongly opposed to attempted prohi- 
bition. Under the Harper law the number 
of saloons is limited as a result of the high- 
license fee; it is therefore much easier to 
regulate them, and they are of a less vicious 
character. Prohibition, on the other hand, 
did not prohibit except in places where popu- 
lar sentiment was very pronounced. It led 
to the establishment of zug-houses on the 
sly, domestic and drug - store tipp Img, and 
other abuses. Gradually all except the 
cranks have come to the conclusion that 
high tax and regulation are better than 
abortive prohibition. The elections of Tues- 
day are proof of the growth of this feeling. 

High license was adopted by large ma- 
jorities in such important towns as Joliet, 
which voted for $1,000 tax, Belvidere, 
Woodstock, Rockford, Monmouth, Warren, 
Mount Vernon, and Lincoln. The no-license 
party won only in little rural villages 
like Anna, Plano, Monticello, and Xenia, 
where the people are generally teetotalers by 
habit. In Dwight, where no-license has 
prevailed for six years, the majority in its 
favor this year is but twenty-five. 

It must be remarked that in those places 
where the bigh-tax faction won it does not 
necessarily follow that I ee 
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many cases what may be called very high 
license is the rule. In Joliet, for instance, 
the fee is $1,000 for all sorts of. saloons. 
This has been the tax there for three years, 
and it has worked -satisfactorily from all ap- 
pearances and was indorsed by a very em- 
phatic and significant majority Tuesday. 
Other towns have also adopted the $1,000 
tax. The plan has many advantages, besides 
limiting the number of saloons, such as 
providing funds tor the support of police 
and fire departments, paving and cleaning 
the streets, sanitary inspection, etc., all re- 
quired by a proper administration of munici- 
pal affairs, at a reduced cost to the taxpayers. 


THE NEW YORK CAR STRIKE AND 
WHAT IT MEANS. | 
The agreement reached Tuesday, permit- 
ting a resumption of travel on all except one 
of the New York surface roads, was only a 
temporary solution of the difficulty, and the 
men who went back to work did so with 
the understanding that they were likely to be 
called off again at any hour if the indications 
pointed to a positive defeat for the Third 
avenue employés.” The strikers will allow 
other men to work and permit public travel 
to go on only on condition that they can com- 
pel the Third avenue corporation to submit 
to their demands, but if not they will again 
tie up” all the other roads. Inasmuch as 
the demand made of the Third avenue line is 
that it shall discharge a few non-union men 
and submit to the dictation of the Protective 
Association hereafter in employing conduct- 
ors and drivers, there is a strong probability 
that the general gtrike will soon be renewed. 
During the car strike in New York six 
weeks ago the men received a great deal of 
sympathy from the public owing to the gen- 
eral belief that their pay was poor and their 
hours hard. The present strike, however, 
has no such justification and appears to pro- 
ceed from mere wantonness on the part of a 
few ringleaders. It has already been agreed 
to submit the question of wages to the ar- 
bitration of the Railroad Commissioners, and 
the present struggle on the Third averitie 
line is waged simply to coerce the company 
into depriving a few non-union men of their 
means of livelihood, Other matters were 
put in issue, but this unjust, tyrannical de- 
mand is the gistof the controversy. But 
on account of a difficulty which existed only 
on one line 8,000 fellow-unionists of ten 
other companies, who had no grievance, 
were ordered to strike and abandon their 
employment for the time being to the injury 
of themselves and families. The number 
of the strikers was estimated as follows:

Thus 8,000 men who had no grievance 
were compelled to join the strike and at 
least 100,000 people (the majority of them 
wageworkers) were subjected to loss, incon- 
venience, and even hardship by the derange- 
ment of public travel. All this was done to 
deprive of their employment a few men 
whose services wére satisfactory to their em- 
ployers. If labor unions are to be used in 
this unjust and despotic manner there will 
be nothing left for the general public but to 
combine against them in self-defense. If 
strikes which blockade common-carrier lines 
and are carried on to deprive innocent per- 
sons of their means of livelihood and to pre- 
vent men from managing their own business 
cannot be suppressed by law, they must be 
counteracted and treated, according to the 
similia similibus curantuf doctrine. 


MR, POWDERLY’S EXPLANATION, 

The first witness to appear before the Con- 
gressional committee appointed to investi- 
gate the Southwestern strike is Mr. Powder- 
ly, the Master Workman” of the Knights 
of Labor.” If any one is competent to de- 
fine the objects of that organization and to 
speak for it with authority it is he. What- 
ever he says we must accept as official. The 
investigation did not go far into the circum- 
stances of the strike or the grievances, if any, 
of the strikers, but was mainly directed 
towards finding out the principles of the or- 
ganization over which Mr. Powderly pre- 
sides, and he defined them in a very manly 
and straightforward way. 

According to Mr. Powderly, the fundamen- 
tal idea of the Knights of Labor is to better 
the condition of the workingman and to se- 
cure friendly relations between both him and 
his employer by peaceful means. It is 
another primary tenet of this labor-chivalry 
to protect the manufacturers, as well as the 
employés, so that they shall be in a condition 
to pay better wages. It aims to settle all dif- 
ferences by arbitration and reconciliation. It 
opposes strikes, boycotting, violence to indi- 
viduals, and destruction of property. It 
seeks to bring capital and labor into closer 
and more friendly relations. If these are the 
purposes of the Knights of Labor, then their 
organization is an admirable one. It will not 
only.commend itself to publie favor, but it 
will have the sympathy of manufacturers, 
builders, and employers generally, because it 
will be for their own benefit to encourage it. 

With all respect, however, for Mr. Pow- 
derly’s definition of its objects, his society is 
not carrying out its purposes in a manner to 
enlist public sympathy, nor has it in its pres- 
ent methods of boycotting, and coerciqn, and 
stopping railroads and street-cars commended 
itself to employers or the general public, or 
shown any disposition to advance their inter- 
ests or harmonize relations between them. 
The Knights are not practicing what Mr. 
Powderly preaches. Everything in theory 
which the order seeks to prevent in practice 
it enco Every peaceful method which 
it proclaims on paper it antagonizes in deal- 
ing with employers and railroad common ear- 
riers. It professes to be in favor of arbitra- 
tion before strikes, but it strikes without as- 
signing cause and then demands ar- 
bitration before any list of grievances 
has been made out. It denounces boycotting 
on paper and immediately proceeds to boy- 
cott every one, from large manufacturers 
down to poor widows trying to make a living 
for themselves and children, who will not 
allow it to dictate how they shall conduct 
their business. It professes to be opposed 
to the destruction of property, and has re- 
cently destroyed tens of thousands of dollars’ 
worth in Texas, Missouri, and Lllinois, lt 
condemns violence to individuals, and today 
it is beating and maiming men m Chicago, as 
it has done all over the Southwest, for no 
other reason than that they want to work 
without joining its conclave, It disclaims 
the policy of asking for unreasonable wages, 
and today in more than one instance sections 
of its members are demanding wages which 
no employer can pay without ruining his 
business. 

If Mr. Powderly, therefore, has honestly 
defined the objects of his society—and we. 
have no reason to believe the contrary, as he 
isa very straightforward man—it follows 


that he has no more control over his cme 
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wind. He is the driver by virtue of the of- 
fice, but the reins are not in his hands. It 
is evidently time that he gathered them up, 
and it should be done soon. The success 
and permanency of his Knights organi- 
zation depend upon fidelity to its principles. 
If it expects to better the condition of work- 
ingmen it must adhere strictly to the pro- 
tessions it makes. It it expects to secure 
the good will of the public it must do some- 
thing more than preach peace and order and 
then practice violence. To denounce law- 
lesness in its manifestoes to the public and to 
practice itas a weapon against employers 
have simply the effect of alienating public 
confidence and sympathy, and will bring 
about speedy disorganization, as its more 
conservative members will become disgusted 
and leave it. 


WILL GREECE FIGHT? 

War between Greece and Turkey is alto- 
gether probable. , The former country is 
forcing the fighting. England and France, 
which made the little country a modern na- 
tion, advise peace and threaten to coerce 
Greece to refrain from hostilities. Russia 
is ominously non-committal, and Bismarck, 
who was acting in concert with England until 
a couple of days ago, is silent. If the fight 
is left between Turkey and Greece the opin- 
ion of the most competent judges is that the 
latter nation will be smashed. In this M. 
Tricoupis, the wisest and ablest of the Greek 
statesmen, seems to share. The Turkish 
force now massed in Macedonia and in Epi- 
rus, along the Greek frontier, is 120,000 
strong. Many of the regiments were under 
fire during the Russo-Turkish War. They 
are fairly officered and drilled. Besides this 
force Turkey could bring about 100,000 
reserves and reinforcements. into the field. 
To contend with this strong and rather well- 
equipped army Greece has but 70,000 soldiers, 
hardly any of whom have seen service. This 
little force, as the London Times correspond- 
ent, writing from Athens last month, says, 
is not in a state to make war, because it is 
a matter of common notoriety that there are 
not mules enough in the transport service to 
carry two days’ provisions for the men.” 
Four days’ hostilities, he adds, might see the 
soldiers paralyzed with hunger. The offi- 
cers are inexperienced. None of them has 
ever tried the experiment of making a 
military movement of the importance of a 
sham fight.” The modern Greeks have not 
displayed such courage in the field as would 
warrant the opinion that they are man to 
man superior to the Turks in military skill 
or in prowess. To pit 70,000 men untrained 
and badly officered against 220,000 fairly 
trained and officered seems to be insane folly. 
It is inexplicable except on the ground that 
the present Greek Ministry is prepared to 
run any risk in order to retain power. The 
Greek fleet, of which so much has been said 
lately, is almost worthless. ‘There are only 
two vessels of any considerable fighting ca- 
pacity. The Greek sailors are brave, adroit, 
and well trained, but they cannot fight with- 
out ships. 

For Greece to force hostilities under all the 
circumstances is to invite disaster. The only 
hope on which she can rely is that the 
Hellenic populations of Crete and Macedonia 
may give half of the Turkish force occupa- 
tion in suppressing a revolution, But even 
if successful Greece will be a sufferer. She 
is now steeped to the eyes in debt. Her 7 
per cent bonds are not salable. A war debt 
will swamp her financially. 
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Tue majority of the House Ways and 
Means Committee gives overwhelming rea- 
sons why the so-called free-sugar treaty with 
the Hawaiian Islands should be terminated. 
Under that treaty the United States has been 
importing about $9,000,000 worth of sugar 
annually and has sold to the Sandwich Isl- 
ands about $2,000,000 worth of goods per 
annum. All that the United States has ex- 
ported to the islands during the time of the 
treaty would not equal the loss of duties. 
Nor has there been the slightest benefit to 
the people of the Pacific coast in the way of 
cheaper sugar. Spreckels made an agree- 
ment with the Central Pacific to levy pro- 
hibitory tariff. rates on sugar offered in the 
East for shipment to the Pacific coast, 
and being free from competition he has 
charged more on the Pacific coast than the 
ruling. price of duty-paid sugar in the East. 
With a freight-rate of $2 a hundred pounds 
from Omaha west Spreckels has enjoyed all 
the advantages of a protective tariff, while 
the Government has lost the duties and the 
Californians have gained nothing in cheaper 
sugar. ‘The treaty has operated to enrich a 
few men holding great sugar estates in the 
Sandwich Islands and cultivating them with 
Chinese labor. So far as the people and the 
Government of the United States are con- 
cerned it has been an outrageous fraud. The 
treaty ought not to be renewed. The feeble 
plea of the minority of the House committee 
for continuing this odious treaty merits only 
public contempt. The term of the treaty has 
nearly expired. Let it expire, as it has been 
a swindle on this country from the outset, 


A DISPATCH this morning announces that 
the bill repealing the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road charter passed the New York Assembly 
yesterday by a large majority, and will now 
go to the Governor, who, of course, will 
sign it. That will end one chapter of Jake 
Sharp’s rascality and the Aldermanic boodle 
gang’s corruption. The Broadway Surface 
Road, which is only a continuation of an- 
other road, cost less than $200,000. This 
was the full amount necessary to lay down 
the tracks, stock it with cars, and remove 
the omnibuses from the line. After the 
original promoters had got their franchise 
through they issued $2,500,000 in bonds, 
which they sold at a small premium. Five 
hundred of them, representing half a million 
of dollars, were paid over to the boodle Al- 
dermen, about a score of whom are now un- 
der indictment, and $200,000 more went into 
their own pockets. Such is the brief history 
of Jake Sharp’s road, and now, under the 
laws of New York, which allow the Assem- 
bly to amend or repeal a charter, the charter 
thus corruptly obtained has been. nullified. 
The act of the Assembly is a righteous one. 
It can work no hardship to stockholders, as 
there is not one of them who did not know 
the stock was fraudulent at the time of pur- 
chase. Having the Aldermanic gang in the 
clutches of the law—that is, all who have not 
died or run away—and having repealed the 
traudulently-obtained charter, the next step 
should be to seize the original promoters 
who bought the Aldermen, Sharp among 
them, railroad them into the penitentiary, 
and let them spend a term of years Sing- 
Singing. ; 


Ir may not be without interest to notice 
the movements of Capt. Boycott, whose name 
has given the word a word. Capt. Boycott 
does not like Ireland now, and intends to leave 
a country where he has been made so famous. 
He is about to sell his Irish property and move 
from County Mayo to Flixton Hall, in England, 
where he bopes to find absolute peace and 
relative obscurity.

[The Land actof 1870 proved a complete 
failure as an Irish relief measure—ocontaining 
as it did a clause inserted by the House of 
Lords authorizing the landlords to contract 
themselves out of its. provisions, The fall in 
the price of Irish agricultural products since 
1881 has left the rents harder to pay under 
the reductions made by the Gladstone 
act of 1881 than before. There is only one 
remedy—the Anglo-Irish landlords must go. 
The Irish people cannot pay them $52,000,000 
a year tribute and suffer from unjust laws and 
evictions at their bands. ] 

I think, sir, you exert undue partiality in so 
speaking of a country in which the occupier of 
land holds, in bis relation to the owner, a posi- 
tion immeasurably more advantageous than 
that held by any other occupiers in any other 
part of the babitable giobe. And these advan- 
tages he has held for sixteen years [7]. 

There are two sides to this as to every other 
question, but Mr. Gladstone has only viewed it 
from one.. What proof have we or what guar- 
antee that the Irish people will be satisfied 
with this measure of home rule as the final in- 
stallment of a long-standing debt? I answer, 
absolutely none. On the contrary, we have 
Mr. Parnell's statement that he would be satis- 
ned with nothing short of the absolute sever- 
ance of the last link that binds Great Britain 
and Ireland together. This is’ plain language, 
it admits of no ambiguity; it was addressed, I 
believe, to that portion of his constituents 
who own nis allegiance on this side of the At- 
lantic. He has had, it is true, a different pro- 
gram for the House of Commons. We are 
certainly justified, however, in giving more 
credence to the former than the latter, seeing 
that he was speaking then to the 2,000,000 of 
Irishmen and their 8,000,000 descendants, with- 
out whose assistance his gigantic scheme of 
“public plunder’’ (as Mr. Gladstone once 
calied it) couldn't have been kept afloat for six 
months. 

We are, therefore, brought face to face with 
the same problem that in this country twenty- 
five years ago bad to be settled with the sword, 
But for the general tenor of your journal, sir, 
I should be inclined to ask on which side the 
writer of the article was then. Asa Unionist, 
while he cannot lay claim to the same consist- 
tency as Mr. Gladstone, he should sympathize 
with union not for political effect but as an 
abstract principle of government, and witb- 
boid his praise from the statesmen about to 
take in Great Britain the initial step towards 
its destruction.

SUNDERED FAMILIES. 


A Brutal Husband and a Cruel Mother at. 


the Bar of Justice. 

With bruised face and cut lips Mrs. William 
Wisner, a mild-mannered woman, stood before 
Justice C. J. White yesterday as complainant 
against her husband. He is a painter, and she 
rents furnished rooms at No. 78 South Halsted 
street to increase the family income. Accord- 
ing to ber story he came bome intoxicated 
Tuesday evening, and, after demolishing lamps, 
crockeryware, and furniture, struck her a blow 


in the face and departed. Some time after he 
returned and recommenced to beat his wife, 
whose cries brought a policeman to the house, 
and the man was arrested. His wife also went 
to the Desplaines Street Station, and while 
she was there reciting the treatment 


she bad suffered the brutal husband 
suddenly turned around and struck 
her in the face a blow which 


almost felled ber to the floor, When Jasked in 
court if he could offer any excuse for his bru- 
tality be said that he “didn't believe in this 
thing of women dictating to aman what he 
should do.” I only said to him, your Honor,“ 
explained the wife, that if be would drink to 
do so at home, and not disgrace himself by 
getting drunk in saloons.” The justice turned 
to the wife-beater and said: “You're not 
worthy the name of man; you’re a cowardly 
thing and degraded wretch, $100 and costs, and 
I wish I could make it $500. Down-stairs with 
aim.“ 

As an offset, or rather companion picture to 
the brutal husband, a eruel mother was ar- 
raigned before Justice Woodman. The prin- 
cipal charge against ber was brought by Officer 
Dudley of the Humane Society, who accused 
her of cruelty to ber ant 7 of 8 
little respectively 8 years of age— 
were 22 Their uncle testified that she 
bad turned them out of doors in the winter 
hungry and thinly clad, and that they sought 
shelter with him in an almost frozen condition.

A Foreign Invention—Its Advocates Going 
to Rule This Country. 

New York, April 18.—(St. Paul Pioneer- 
Press.|—Mrs. Gray is an undersized, shy, com 
monplace, unheroic-looking woman, and one 
would not think of her as standing a siege. 
She is quiet, quick, and business-like. She 
was a young widow six years ago, running ber 
bake-shop and making a little money, when 
Gray came along and married her. But he 
was a tinker and plumber by trade, and he es- 
tablished himself around in Bleecker street, 
while she stuck to her bakery and took care of 
it. They have two little children. The Cen- 
tral Labor Union, in its natural function of 
industriously meddling in other people's busi- 
ness, called on Mrs. Gray one morning and 
said: 

„Mrs. Gray, your five workmen are not 
members of the Bakers’ Union, and we have 


called to see about it.“ 


„told em,“ said Mrs. Gray, that I didn’t 
know whether they was or not—they might be 
if they wanted to be. Then the spokesman he 
said, ‘We have called to tell you that you 
mus'n't hire anybody but union men, and if 
you want to keep your present bakers you 
must make em join the union.“ Make em 
join’ is what de said. Iwas mad as I could 
be. I s’puse I flushed up. Anyhow, I told 
em I shouldn't interfere; and I asked em if 


they wanted to buy any eatables. They took 
the hint and left. Excuse me a breath.“ she 
said, as she turned to sell some New England 
bread,” the secret of which her first husband 
brought from Massachusetts. 

„Woll, about a couple of days after,“ she 
resumed, as she came back, they come again, 
the same gang, and they made the demand over 
again, and they presented me a paper which 
notified me that I was fined $25 for not obeying 
them in the first place. Wasn't that tole’ble 
cheeky? I took it and said, ‘Thank you,’ and 
held it in the gas-jet and burnt it up before 
their faces. I'd ought to say, though, that I 
had told my men, and they said they didn’t 
want to join the union. And now my head 
baker says he’s a member of the Union of 
States, and that’s good enough union for 
bim.“ And she laughed. | 

„Tou have stirred up the whole country,”’ I 
remarked, looking around on the dozen eager 
buyers in line before the counter. 

“So it seems,” she said. I'd a good deal 
rather not. I Ike quiet. I can’t bear to stir 
folks up and be taiked about—though I nove 
nobody can speak ill of me, unless it’s speak- 
ing ill to say that I am determined to manage 
my own business. I dont owe auybody. These 
folks here are mostly new castomers, and many 
of em stylisher dressed than any of my old 
ones. They’re from way up town, and Brook- 
lyn, and some of oem, they tell me, from Jer- 
sey and Connecticut. But most of my old cus- 
tomers stick by me—éxcept a dozen grocers 
who have been scared out..

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Not Impossible that He Will Win a Jack- 


The Secretary of the 
Republican National Committee is reported as 
saying that Blaine is quite likely to be the Re- 
publican candidate in 1888. It is claimed that 
Blaine still retains a strong hold upon the Irish 
and the labor vote, and is likely to increase his 
following in this direction. Blaine came nearer 
success than Jackson did when he first ran for 
President. Jackson was the subject of more 
violent hostility, in the sbape of slander and 
vulgar caricature, than Blaine suffered in 1884. 
He was pictured as hanging his soldiers with- 
out mercy for trifling breaches of disci- 
pline, as a rake who married a dt 
vorced woman, and corrupted her before 
she was divorced. In spite of this vast 
cloud of shocking personal calumny Jackson 
was easily victorious in his second campaign, 
tor during his first fight his foes bad exhaust- 
ed their ammunition of detraction, and in the 
second battle they found themselves forced to 
load their shelis with the harmless ashes of 
burnt powder or the sawdust of cheap cam- 
paign scandais. There was nothing left to fire 
at Jackson; everything—shot, slugs, nails, old 
jron, shells, and stink-pots—bad been launched 
and lavished in vain upon the Jackson camp, so 
that when Jackson, beaten in 1824, came up 
smiling like a prize-fighter in 1828, bis foes had 
thrown away their fire and were quickly swept 
from the field. It is not impossible that Mr. 
Blaine would win a Jacasonian victory in 1888. 
He is the only man of eminent public parts 


who is not handicapped for the Presidential 


race by his identity with some of the crippling 
questions and unwelcome responsibilities that 
confront the active soidiers of the party in the 
field of practical politics within or without the 
circie of Congress and State Legislatures.

Arthur is an invalid and out of politics. 
Harrison has no popular strength that com- 
pares with that of Logan at the West. Logan 
bas, however, no strength, East or West, 
that does not equally belong to Biaine. Logan 
bas never been under the fire of a national 
campaign; Blaine has felt the * fierce heat that 
beats upon tne throne”’ and borne it with re- 
markable endurance. Blaine has been able in 
his retirement to avoid committing himself 
upon any of the burning industrial issues of 
the hour; the great mass of malcontent labor 
firmly believes in Blaine’s secret sympatby with 
their real or fancied wrongs: his sensanonal 
methods, his magnetie manner and speech, 
his felicity in avoiding all public expressions 
that can be turned to his injury make Blaine 
the most formidably equipped candidate within 
the Republican party at present. During the 
campaign of 1884 he did not say an imprudent 
thing; he did not disgust the intelligence nor 
repel the culture of the country from his side, 
and yet while speaking with the accuracy of a 
scholar be spoke with a fluency and spirit that 
fascinated the farmer, the mechanic, and the 
whole circle of the working classes. The only 
criticism passed upoa Blaine was that lavished 
upon bim by those who made the worst they 
could of the Mulligan letters. Those letters 
and the record they denounced are today burnt 
powder. Blaine has nothing to fear from the 
Mulligan contingent of the mugwump army. 


MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


Jackson Street Bridge—Sewer-Building— 
Lease of the Armory Lot. 

Negotiations are in progress with the Penn- 
sylvania Company to get permission to swing 
a bridge at Jackson street over their land. It 
will take some months to reach a result, and it 
is doubtful if anything is done on the proposed 
doubie bridge this year. The city authorities 
are anxious to construct a double bridge at 
‘Twelfth street this year.—.The Council appro- 
priated $37,000 for a single bridge, but as the 
bridge has to be raised in order that the Great 
Western Railroad may get under the 


street the company has agreed to pay 
for the pier. Mayor Harrison said 
yesterday that if $50,000 more were 


available there would be sufficient funds with 
what the railroads would pay. City-Engineer 
Artingstall is making an estimate of the cost, 
and it is not unlikely that the Council will be 
asked to change the appropriation if tne neces- 
sary money can be saved by the reduction of 
the gas-bills. 

The killing of Ald. Colvin’s scheme to lease 
the old armory lot for 84.300 a year to E. 8. 
Dryer was a good thing for the city. The bid 
finally accepted was for $12,000 a year, maxing 
a difference of over $750,000 for the life of the 
lease. Ald. Simons is the one who upset the 
original proposition. 

A piatoon of policemen and firemen have 
been detailed to attend the funeral of ex- 
Mayor Rumsey this afternoon. 

It is time that proposals for constructing 
sewers were advertised for, but Superintend- 
ent Cheney is holding off on account of the 
labor problem. Figures can be obtained on 
brick to be delivered next month, but they are 
20 per cent higher on account of the eight- 
bour p „ and the contractors say that 
their bids will baveto be based ona20 per 
cent increase on the cost of labor. As the 
amount appropriated for sewers is specific, and 
such an increase was not thoughtof at the 
time the money was set aside, itis probable 
that only four-fifths of the work laid out for 
this season can be done. 

Several members of the Library Board calied 
on Mayor Harrison and asked for more room 
on the fourth floor of the City-Hall. He said 
he would look into the matter. Some progress 
has been made in fitting up the space already 
set aside, and the contractor says the rooms 
will be ready for occupancy May 10. This, 
however, is doubtful, and the library may not 
be moved before June 1. 


WHOLESALE BODY-SNATCHING. 


The Alarming Discovery Made in Wayne 
County, New York. 

Syracuse, N. V., April 21.—|Special.|—The 
entire population of Wayne County is greatly 
excited over the discovery of a wholesale 
grave robbery at the almshouse. Disclosures 
bave been made by which itis shown that for 
at least five years bodies have been removed 
from their graves. The authorities have caused 
a score or more graves to be opened, only to 
find their worst fears realized. Itis said that 
information has been obtained showing that 
bodies have been shipped in barrels both east 
and west. Last week the body of George 
Wilbur was discovered in an wunoccu- 
pied building in Lyons, the county 
seat. It had been thrown in at a window, as if 
the miscreant had become alarmed and made 
way with it in the quickest manner possibie. 
The body had been buried at the almsbouse 
only the day before. This discovery led to 
the investigation which is being made quietly 
by the District-Attorney and the Sheriff. It i: 
said that in 1884 there were twenty-two deaths 
at the almshouse, and that an officer of 
the institution at that time is willing to 
testify that at least twelve of the bodies 
were stolen from their graves An 
old Lyons pnysician said tliat one night after 
the burial of a pauper who died of a curious 
disease eleven medical students met in the 
cemetery, coming in twos and threes, with the 
intention to steal the body. A pariey was had 
in the woods, where it was decided that the 
body sbould go to the party drawing a certain 
number from a bat. It is said that evidence is 
in the bands of the authorities going to show 
that graves in the Lyons Cemetery have also 
been desecrated. Preparations are being made 
by the more mistrustfal to open the graves of 
their friends buried there. It is said that 
several arrests are to follow the investigation.
